HE art of cooking is older than history 
itself. Sarah served roasted lamb, with 
butter sauce. Esau sold his birthright 

for a mess of porrndge. Sisera’s hostess dined 
him well before she nailed him to the floor. 

The pioneers of cooking were the Greeks, 
slaves, of course, but slaves of price; worth 
more than a jester, three times as much as 
a poet or an artist. Greek fables tell of 
many noted cooks; Aesop: Cadmus, :ook to 
the King of Sidon, also taught the alphabet. 
In fact. the slaves of Greece, kept alive all 
the Arts, made Athens—and cooked. 

Agris of Rhodes discovered how to bone 
fish. Orion made his name by his white 
sauces. Chariades and Lampriades were 
known for their gravies. Euthypr-1s glorified 
vegetables, and was after known as Lentillus 
on that account. ae 

Greece conquered Rome by cookery, ‘Lhe 
Romans forgot their splendid traditions ll 
splendid feasts. Nightingales tongues, 
Rhinoceros’ eyes, peacock’s livers were the 
pieces de resistance! Who has not heard .f 
the Athenian chef, who, out of season, con- 
cocted anchovies out of turnips dressed with 
garum. 

In the Middle Ages cookery fell into chaos 
The Vikings, around whom still lay scattered 
the human bones of their ancestors at cave 
mouths, were a ways too hungry to wait till 
beef roasted. They hacked at the half-cooked 
with daggers, warm from slauchter 
at it hke animals, and pelted each 
other with the remains (bones). 

_ The less brutal Celtic tribes were almost as 
ignorant of cookery. Music and literature 
they knew well; of cookery they knew 
nothing. They lived on pork and black 
bread, and were content. Their carelessness 
with regard to the art continues even to-day. 

Cooks came to England with the Con- 
queror. Chaucer was one of the first to 
develop a taste for good living. Elizabeth 
Woodville loved cherry pasties: Katherine of 
France doted on “rare sweet cream and 
almond paste.” Shakespeare causes Jack 
Cade, in ‘‘ Henry VI,” to remark on the 
excellence of salad ‘to cool a man's stomach 
in hot weather.”’ ° 

The hindrance to cookery was the ‘‘dame 
chatelaine,”’ who looked down from a gallery 
on her minions, screaming abuse. Salt 
down ” was her motto, hams, pork, eels, ete. 
Quantity was her one idea, not quality. Real 
artists fled from her to the monasteries. 
among which Elv, Glastonbury, St. Albans and 
St. Neots were famous for cookery—mammoth 
pasties, roast lampern, whole boars, all sorts 
of delicacies. Timothy and Toby of those 
days were culinary artists, who could gild 
peacocks’ legs and roast every bird from a 
larke to a swan. With them quality and 
quantity walked hand in hand. In the Iron 
Age the art of cookery owes its preservation 
to the monasteries. 

During the Reformation 
monks became chefs. persons of position, 
Laurens, maitre de bouche to George HL., 
was also a connoissuer in art. Careme, cook 
to George IV., had a salary of 1,000 guineas 
per annum, 

Cooking later became fashionable. Riche- 
lieu imagined his deepest plot while cooking; 
and Madame de Maintenon saved her skin by 
inventing a tempting cutlet. 

Taste has changed through the periods. 
Tudor times were noted for grease and sticky 
sweetmeats. Musk flavoured the Stuart 
period. Biliousness and bibluousness marked 


some of these

the Georgian days, and stodginess the vears 


of Victoria. 

France, taught by Italy and aided by 
genius, has earned for herself the ‘‘ cordon 
bleu,’’ and leads in the art, doing much 
better with poorer materials than our country, 
owing to its discrimination in composition 
and serving. | 

England has taken ages to abandon three- 
hour dinners—hot salmon, huge joints, 
fathomless pies, epergnes; centrepieces; gout 
and dyspepsia—crandfather’s feasts. Cooking, 
although now quite intelligent, has yet to 
be changed from a domestic to a fine art. 

Savarin proves that those who understand 
how to cook and how to eat are comparatively 
four vears younger then those ignorant of the 
science. Surely, then, it behoves everyone to 
make a study of the art, and thus materially 
assist in the evolution of the not yet perfect 
cook,

TURKEY SOUP. 

Ingredients—2 quarts of white second 
stock, the remains of a cold roast turkey, 
90:8. cooked macaroni, 14078. rice flour, 
1 small onion, 1 bay leaf, 1 small blade 
mace, salt, pepper. | 

Method—Diride the remains of the 
turkey and the bones into small meces, 
put them into a stewpan, with the onton, 
hay leaf, mace, and a little salt and 
pepper.

Boil ten 
minutes. Season. Add the pieces of 
turkey and heat thoroughly through. Be- 
fore serving improve the colour of the 
sauce by the addition of a few drops of 
caramel. Serve on a border of mashed 
potatoes. 
TURKEY DEVILLED. 

Ingredients,—Cold roast turkey. For 
the devilled butter: loz. butter, 4 a 
saltspoonful each of cayenne, black 
pepper and curry powder, a pinch of 
ground ging@, piquant sauce.

He 
thought, in common with a great many 
Irishmen outside the Army, that these 
mystic words were the exclusive property 
of Mr. de Valera’s Party. As a matter 
of fact, the title was first applied to the 
Irish Volunteers somewhere about 1915 on 
the suggestion of the late Canon Peadar 
O'Leary, the famous [Irish scholar. 
Fianna, of course, is derived from the 
great military organisation founded in 
the third century by Fionn Mac- 
Cumhaill, better known to the multitude 
at the present day as Finn McCool. 
Fadil comes from the “ Stone of Destiny,’’ 
the Lia Fáil, believed to have been im- 
orted into this country by the Tuatha de 
Janaans, who revered it greatly and used 
it in all their coronation ceremonies—a 
practice followed by their successors, the 
Milesians. 


When the sons of Earc, anticipating to- 
day’s Irish occupation of Scotland, estab- 
lished themselves in that country, their 
first King, Fergus, applied to his brother, 
the High King of Ireland, for a loan of 
the stone so that his coronation might 
be carried out according to tradition. He 
got it and never returned it. There is a 
rumour that the stone in the Coronation 
throne at Westminster was the original 
Lia Fáil (from which, by the way, is 
derived ‘‘Inisfail,’’ one of the poetic 
names of this country). 


A Dog Story.

Fame in a Night. 


Few women have attained such sudden 
fame as Miss Elizabeth Scott, whose 
Shakespeare Memorial Theatre design is 
said to set the crown on post-war feminism. 
She is only 29. Three years ago she was 
still a student at school. To-day she is 
the potential author of one of the world’s 
historic buildings. It is fitting that 
‘‘G.B.S.,’’ whose crisp epitaph on the old 
Stratford memorial was that it was better 
burned down, should approve Miss Scott’s 
design.

| The dream was fulfilled in triumphant 
reality—but not quite so easily as had 
| been expected in the first joy of the 
meeting of Wagner with the generous King 
Ludwig IT. The ‘‘plain people’’ of 
Bavaria had objected to the King’s extra- 
vagant expenditure on his own pet 
interests, and his contributions to the 
Wacnerian projects had to be curtailed. 
Unforeseen interruptions occurred = in 
Wacner’s own work of composition, and 
the score of the last part of ‘‘ The Ring” 
was not completed till ten years after the 
meeting of King and composer. After the 
| first festiva' a deficit remained, and the 
composer, in his sixty-eighth year, was 
obliged to undertake heavy tasks in order 
to pay it off. Still, his great conception 
had been realised. 

The story may well give courage to 
men who have ideals. A fairy prince may 
not arise for everyone, but one can never 
tell. Did ever anything seem less likely, 
in 1852 (the date of the earliest quoted 


letter to Liszt) than that the dream would 
be realised in its fulness? At that date 
the work that was intended to initiate the 
art-work of the future still existed only 
in the composer’s brain, and the composer 
was an exile, a debtor, an outcast from 
the regu'ar operatic world. 

Till we have the biography that Richard 
Wagner's wonderful life-story deserves, 
that story is gained best, perhaps, from the 
two volumes of ‘‘ Letters of Richard 
Wagner: Selected and Edited by Wilhelm 
Altmann. Translated from the German 
by M. M. Bozman.’’ (London: J. M. 
Dent and Sons. 2 Vols. 10/6 net each.) 
Many volumes of Wagner's letters have 
been published; but here we have a selec- 
tion that excludes side-issues and concen- 
trates attention on Wagner the man and 
the drama of his life-story. 


DOG RACING. 


In a leading article on dog racing at the 
Crystal Palace, Zhe Times writes :— 

So far as the Crystal Palace is concerned 
there seems to be every chance that it will be 
saved from what all the responsible bodies 
who have intervened in the case would regard 
as a pare disaster. But much larger issues 
have been raised by the granting of the con- 
tract which the Greyhound Racing Association 
Is now prepared to relinquish. Its directors 
must by now be fully aware of the fact that 
there is arrayed against the type of racing 
which this and other similar bodies exist to 
promote a vary large body of serious public 
opinion. Whether it may proper! be re- 
garded as a enart, in tha acean British 


sense of the term, is a matter of small 
moment. The really important question aris- 
mg from the vogue which it has attained is 
the moral effect which it produces on the 
spectators whom it attracts, and more especi- 
ally on the young. Its convinced advocates 
maintain that it provides innocent relaxation. 
in comfortable surroundings and at hours 
when they are free to enjoy themselves, to 
great masses of the public, and incidentally 
that during those hours it empties the public- 
houses in the neighbourhood of each track. 
But against this pleading is set the undoubted 
fact that its main attraction is the oppor- 
tunitv which it gives for easy hetting. without 
which the number of its patrons would in all 
probability become so seduced that the enter 
prise would cease to pay its way. It would 
be interesting to observe the effect of the 
exclusion of all bookmakers from a given 
track for a reasonable period of time—tf any 
of the track. proprietors were bold enough to 
try the experiment. The whole question of 
betting teems with anomalies and difficulties. 
and it is, of course. open to the sunporters of 
dog racing to say that after all there is no 
difference in that respect between their form 
of snort and horse racing ‘hey mav also 
plead that it is still in its infanev. and that 
its effects cannot, therefore. as vet he properly 
judged. But they will clearly have to recken 
with the fact that a verv large number of 
people in this countrv—bv no means confined 
to the ‘‘unco qnid ’’—regard the increased 
facilities for betting which it provides as a 
great and growing evil. and further that re- 
spectable householders constantly object to the 
intrusion of dog-racing tracks in the districts 
in which they and their families reside.

A New 
Radio Drama. 


FIRST EFFORT BROADCAST 
FROM LONDON. 


FILM METHODS ADOPTED. 
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T 7.47 last Saturday night Mr. Cecil 
Lewis introduced his '“ new style’’ 
1adio play to the far-flung audience which 
listens to the London and Daventry broad- 
cast programmes. At 8.52 the perform- 
ance had concluded; and this much at least 
can be said for the new technique—it held 
the attention more effectively for fifty-five 
minutes than most radio plays hold it for 
five. 

The play itself was simple to the point 
of crudity, but it was no more than a 
vehicle to test Mr. Lewis’s theory that all 
plays specially written for performance 
before the microphone should _ consist 
almost exclusively of action. The Germans 
have already divided radio plays into two 
classes, Sendesptiele, which means ordinary 
plays adapted for broadcasting, and 
Hirspiele, or plays specially written for 
wireless performances. They are still, 
however, looking for the perfect Hoérsnele. 

FILM METHODS. 

Mr. Lewis, at the moment, borrows 
largely from the film play. The multi- 
plicity of scenes, including ‘‘ cuts back,”’ 
in “ Pursuit,” Saturday night’s play, 
could not have been bettered in a big film. 
There were over a hundred of them and 
they included a motor-car chase after an 
abductor, a collision between a car going 
eighty miles an hour and a heavy lorry, 
an aeroplane pursuing a motor boat, a 
wreck in mid-Channel during a gale and 
a rescue by the Newhaven-Dieppe mail- 
boat. All done by noise and a marvellous 
ingenuity. 

The author even attempts a counterpart 
of the film ‘‘ close-ups,’’ opening his 
drama. with six telephone conversations 
which were intended to make us familiar 
with the principal characters and give us 
some inkling of the way things were going. 
Mr. Lewis specially appealed to listeners 
to pay attention to those telephone con- 
versations: he seemed to think that if we 
did so half the battle was won. 
Theoretically he was right, but on Satur- 
day night the telephonic introduction did 
not work very satisfactorily owing, I 
think, to the actors’ nervousness and the 
fact that they took the dialogue at too 
high a speed, with one exception. However, 
thanks to the simplicity of the dramatic 
structure, the threads of the plot were 
very quickly picked up. 

THE VOICES. 

One vital fact emerged from the whole 
performance—the urgent necessity of 
securing players with distinctive voices. 
This was managed very successfully, and 
the listener was seldom at a loss as to the 
identity of the character speaking, a truly 
remarkable achievement when one realises 
that there were sixteen characters and no 
break whatever between the scenes. Mr. 
Lewis ‘‘ fades ’’ one scene into the next. in 
true cinema fashion. At one moment 
we were listening to the Scotland Yard 
Inspector cross-examining the manicurist; 
at the next, without a perceptible break, 
we were in the flying motor-car with the 
villain of the piece telling the distressed 
damsel how he had loved her mother 
twenty golden years ago. It may sound 
absurd, and it undoubtedly was absurd in 
some ways, but the fact remains that a 
very difficult was most successfully 
accomplished. 

The play was, in short; self-explanatory. 
From beginning to end there was no in- 
trusion of the Announcer’s voice elucidat- 
ing the scene for the listener. The only 
breaks occurred between the acts, which 
were marked by an orchestral interval of 
a minute or There was even a little 
‘comic relief’’ according to the best 
traditions of transpontine drama, as, for 
exainple, when the pilot of the pursuing 
aeroplane was “ told off  bv the Scottish 
wireless operator at Croydon, and se- 
taliated by asking Lympne, Le “win 
and all stations that could hear him what 
was the difference between a Scotsman and 
a cocoanut.

tions of the play. It was easy for the 
feeblest imagination to picture the ‘plane 
hurtling through the clouds as one heard 
the drone of the propeller and the pilot 
asking for and receiving weather -reports, 
with meticulous attention to the. formall- 
ties of aeroplane wireless: It was quite 
easy, also, to distinguish between the two 
motor cars as they raced along, thanks to 
the ingenuity of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation s chief “noise mabker. 

Certainly Mr. Cecil Lewis has succeeded 
in proving that a radio counterpart of the 
film “thriller” can be produced with 
complete triumph. He has proved also 
that it requires an elaborately equipped 
broadcasting station to do it properly—no 
than five studios at Savoy Hill, 
London, were in use simultaneously for 
Saturday night’s production, and there 
was a special Dramatic Control Panel from 
which the author, the Broadcasting 
(Corporation s Director of Productions, and 
the well-Known actor, Mr. Michael 
Hogan, superintended the whole affair. 

WHAT HAS BEEN PROVED. 

Mr. Lewis, in fact, has taken an ex- 
treme to prove his theory, but it is 
obvious that, apart from “ thrillers,’’ good 
dramatic plays can be breadcast much 
more effectively than at present, provided 
the author, or producer, has sufficient 
imagination to grasp the possibilities of 
the new medium, and to utilise its re- 
sources to the best advantage. But. as | 
said before, the proper differentiation of 
the voices is the vital point in all broad- 
cast drama. Mr. Lewis realises this, and 
has pronounced . views on the 
inadequacy of singers for speaking 
parts, which, I see, he set forth in 
yesterday's Observer. 

The future development of this new 
technique will be well worth watching, 
especially by all aspiring dramatists. -

DEDICATION OF MEMORIALS. 


At Morning Service in Sandford Parish 
Church yesterday the Archbishop of Dublin 
dedicated the memorial window erected to the 
memory of the Rev. Thomas Good, B.D., late 
Incumbent of the parish, and also a memorial 
bronze erected by the family. The window 
has been designed by Mr. Harry Clarke, of 
Messrs. J. Clarke and Sons, and the kyronze 
is the work of Messrs. Sawier, Dublin. 

At Morning Service the Archbishop of 
Dublin took for his text Luke 2, verses 51 
and 52: ‘‘ He went down with them, and 
came to Nazareth, and was subject unto 
them. And Jesus increased in wisdom and 
stature, and in favour with God and man.”’ 
Referring to the memorials dedicated to the 
Rev. Thomas Good, George Steele and Sarah 
Steele, his Grace said :—We have been dedi- 
cating to-day the memorials of faithful lives— 
on the one hand, of a clergyman; on the 
other, of a layman and laywoman. Their 
work lay in different spheres, but there 
is no difference between the tests that we 
apply to the quality of their work. It is the 
same for the clergyman as for the layman :— 
“ He that is faithful in that which is least is 
faithful also in much.” Their lives were 
spent amongst you, and they served and 
worshipped for many years in this church. 
Mr. Good was its clergyman for forty-three 
years, living a consistent ministerial life. 
They all lived, in their respective spheres, 
quiet,godly lives, not aiming at public recog- 
nition, but satisfied to do their duty in the 
state of life to which God had called them. 

But in that quiet, constant type of Chris- 
tian living we see the display, on a lower 
scale, of the same kind of fidelity that was 
the staple of the supreme life of Jesus of 
Nenneeth. Here we have the real victory in 
the struggle of life—in the attainment of 
faithfulness, when those who have been faith- 
ful in the common things, who have kept 
awake and prayed, who have been steadfast 
in the habit and practice of their lives during 
long years, have reached the end of life un- 
defeated, still pressing onwards to the mark, 
faint it may be, but still pursuing. Yes, 
Christian living does not lie for most of us in 
great occasions of dramatic crisis. It lies in 
the continued resistance to the sapping effect 
of small drudgeries, wearisome repetition, the 
fatigue of never relaxing and being off duty. 
This, for all of us, is the general character of 
Christian living—and it is for this kind of 
thing that we need the only power that can 
help flesh and blood to endure—viz., the 
power of the living Christ dwelling within 
us.

| THE GIRLS’ BRIGADE. 


DEMONSTRATION BY DUBLIN 
BATTALION. 


There was a large audience in the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, last Saturday afternoon, when 
the Dublin Battalion of the Girls’ Brigade 
gave their twenty-first annual demonstration. 
The proceedings opened with the singing of 
the hymn “Fight the good fight,” the choir 
being led by Mrs. E. Knowles. 

The Rev. Canon Thompson, vice-chairman 
of the battalion executive, said that the 
primary object of the Brigade was spiritual 
work—to promote everything that made for 
Christian girlhood. One of the great social 
features of the last century was the women’s 
movement, and the biggest social change that 
had taken place within that period was that 
which was associated with the education and 
the social status of women. The Girls’ 
Brigade was concerned with the training of 
girls, so as to enable them to take their place 
in the social organisation of their day and 
generation. Dublin had led the way in 
recognising the fact that girls counted in the 
social scheme. There was no other city that 
had got a girls’ brigade similar to that which 
existed in Dublin, 


NEED OF CO-OPERATION.

PAYMENT. 


A cheque for £9,224 18s. was handed over 
to the Belfast Motor Licensing Department 
last Saturday by the Belfast Omnibus Com- 
pany in respect of road duty on all its 
vehicles for the present year. This is the 
largest amount ever paid into the Northern 
Road Fund in one sum. The company is 
gradually extending its sphere of operations, 
and intends in the near future to have ‘buses 
on almost every road in the Province. At 
the moment a fleet of between 150 and 160 
‘buses is being operated. Delivery of 25 
further vehicles of the most up-to-date type 
is expected during the present month, while 
a large contract is about to be placed in order 
to augment the fleet in the spring.

Sir Arthur Evans probably is the 
greatest living expert in archeological ex- 
cavation. Have not his researches in 
Crete revolutionised knowledge of Mediter- 
ranean history? From such an authority 
an opinion on the supposed finds at Glozel 
well might be taken as conclusive. Some- 
thing more than an opinion, however, is 
contained in a letter on the subject which 
Sir Arthur Fvans has addressed to 
The Times. The International Commis- 
sion reported that the finds lacked 
any convincing appearance oí authenticity. 
In France, however, partisans of the 
who ‘‘ discovered’’ the relics 
and believed in them, and of those 
who declared the relics to be faked, 
were as passionate in their allegiances 
as the Big-enders and the Little- 
enders in “Gulliver's Travels.’ Those 
who stood for the authenticity of 
the mysterious shards and the scratched 
alphabets refused to accept the Commis- 
sion’s judgment. Fierce denunciations of 
the experts were pttblished. Sir Arthur 
Evans has seen fit to reply to these critics 
in the simple terms which alone they are 
likely to understand. He states that many 
years ago he made his first studies in the 
gravels of the Somme, and that since then 
he studied every successive stage in the 
unveiling in France of paleolithic culture. 
He suspected at once the authenticity of 
the finds at Glozel, since, as described, 
they conflicted with his intimate 
knowledge of Stone Age history. He was 
asked repeatedly for an expression of 
opinion, and at last he decided to visit 
Glozel and make his own investigations. 
The results, Sir Arthus Evans says, “ fully 
corroborate the verdict of the Commission 

and would, indeed, require even 
stronger expression. That the Glozel 
relics are one and all the work of the 
same industrious hand I have no shadow of 
doubt, and it is difficult to know how 
they can deceive any expert eye.’ If the 
finds at Glozel were genuine, they would 
conflict with the records of the earth in 
the whole of France, and throughout 
Europe.

Aircraft of To-morrow. 


Within a few years it will be possible 
to travel from London to Bombay in forty- 
eight hours. | This daring prophecy is 
made by Commander C. Denniston Burney’ 
in The Observer. The journey will be 
made, of course, by air, but not by aero- 
plane. It is the airship that will achieve 
the wonder. Commander Burney declares 
that henceforward the airship will 
appreciate steadily in the public favour. 
The wonderful new British airship, the ; 
R.100, soon to be launched, is designed to | 


at seventy-five miles an hour overa distance 
of 4,000 miles without a stop. This is 
based on a horse-power of about 2,500, 
and, therefore, far exceeds the best that 
can be done, so far as is known, by 
heavier-than-air machines. The R.100 
thus promises to make the lighter-than- 
air vessel once again the more consider- 
able craft. It is not, however, by any 
means the highest achjevement in aerial 
construction that has been devised. An 
airship of what is called the Atlanta 
type at present is being planned which 
is expected to transport thirty-three tons 
of paying load at a speed of one hundred 
miles an hour over a distance of 6,000 
miles without refuelling. This vessel 
“probably will be under construction 
within eighteen months '—its beginning 
waits upon observations of the trials of 
‘R.100 and the necessary preliminaries to 
building. The Atlanta type, while capable 
of making the England to India flight in 
two days, is likelier to be devoted to trans- 
Atlantic intercourse. Commander Burney 
points out that 4 westerly wind blows almost 
without intermission from’ New York 
towards London at an average speed of 
over thirty miles an hour. Aircraft, there- 
fore, travelling from New York receive an 
accession of thirty miles an hour to their 
natural speed ; but craft travelling in the 
opposite direction at one hundred miles 
an hour would have to fly over 5,000 miles 
of air space in crossing 2,850 miles of sea. 
It is suggested, therefore, that the return 
journey from London to New York always 
should be made via the Azores and 
Bermuda, finding thus more favourable 
winds, whereby a longer route would be 
travelled ‘with a smaller expenditure ol 
fuel and time.

HISTORIC PICTURE FOR 
‘PLYMOUTH. 


A FAMOUS ELIZABETHAN 
! ADMIRAL. 


A portrait of Admiral Sir John Hawkins, 
the tamous Elizabethan sea rover, painted 
over 330 years ago by Federigo Zuccaro, has 
been bought. for presentation to Plymouth, 
where Hawkins was born in 1532. Admiral 
Hawkine was closely associated with Plymouth 
during the whole of his adventurous life. 

Zuccaro’s painting, which bears the date 
1591, is a half-length portrait, on a panel, in 
a fine state of preservation, and has never 
been restored in any way. From the time it 
was painted until its purchase, a few days 
ago, it remained in the possession of the 
Hawkins family. It was until recently the 
property of Miss Hawkins, of Torquay, a 
descendant of the great Admiral. 

Sir R. Leicester Harmsworth

ART. 
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DEATH OF SIR ALFRED 
TEMPLE. 


The Times vegrets to announce that Si 
Alfred Temple, Direetor of the Guildhall 
Gallery, died at his house in Dulwich village 
yesterday in his eightieth year. Alfred 
George Temple came of a family which had 
served the Corporation of London for suc- 
cessive generations. He was educated at 
Denmark Hill Grammar School. and was at 
first intended for a commercial career. On ? 
leaving school he was placed in the office of 
a firm of underwriters. but in two vears’ 
time high swvirits and a ledger hurled at a 
superior clerk led to his enforced retirement 
—a retirement which he never regretted—and 
after six months’ freedom he obtained a post 
in the Town, Clerk’s Department at the 
Guildhall. 

The Guildhall Art Gallery was established 
by the Corporation in 1886, and Alfred 
Temple was appointed the first Director. He 
took an active - part in international and 
other exhibitions held in England and in Con- 
tinental cities, and was Chairman of the Art 
section of the Irish International Exhibition 
in Dublin in 1907. He received a knighthood 
in 1920, and im addition held many foreign 
Orders. Sir Alfred Temple married. in 1880. 
Elizabeth Mary MHarriot, daughter of Mr. 
Fdwin Crosley Long, a member of the Stock 
Exchange. Lady Temple died in 1926, but 


he leaves one son.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE FLOODS.

59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Sunpay NIGHT. 


I cannot remember any London disaster 
that has so deeply impressed and 
startled the London citizen as the floods 
of early yesterday pforning. The Zeppelins, 
with all their tefrors, were regarded as 
a nuisance which it was necessary to 
endure as part of the war; but the flood 
came like a thief in the night, stealing lite 
and property without warning. The 
terrors ol the night long will be remem- 
bered by those who suffered them most 
severely. I was told yesterday by a man 
from down the river that the water came 
in an immense torrent. While the people 
were struggling to escape the electric 
light went out, and the struggle had to 
be continued in pitch darkness. Many 
public buildings were flooded ; but Wesi- 
minster Abbey, though in the danger zone. 
escaped, because it is built on slightly 
higher ground than the House of Paria. 
ment, where Westminster Hall and many 
other portions suffered. I learn that the 
destruction feared at the Tate Gallery i 
not so considerable as it might have been. 
A number of Turner sketches were spoiled. 
but they were not of great importance. 
and the finest of Turner's works were 
beyond the reach of danger. None of the 
really famous pictures in the possession oi 
the Gallery was ruined. 


Protective Measures. 


It was greatly feared by the people who 
live in exposed areas along the river. 
side. that there would be a repetition this 
morning of the scenes of yesterday. People 
refused to go to bed until assured that 
there was no danger, and the streets were 
crowded while they waited until the tide 
had begun to fall. The local authorities 
affected had taken elaborate precautions 
in order to prevent flooding, and the many 
weak spots were defended by sand bags 
plastered together with clay—a barricade 
which proved. effective in all cases. Over 
a thousand extra police had to be drafted 
to the threatened districts to prevent 
panic and disorder in case oÍ a break in 
the defences; but their services were not 
needed, and once it became known that 
the tide was falling the crowds melted 
quietly away 


Danger Not Yet Passed. 


People were gathering in the dange 
areas this evening, many anxious to see 
the damage inflicted, while others were 
prepared to stay out of bed until the ear'y 
morning in order that they might be 
assured of safety. The danger of furthe 
flooding will not be past until Tuesday 
although it is unlikely that there will 
again be. so much water in the lowe)

MAN FORCIBLY EJECTED

When the Rev. T. Wellard entered the 


| pulpit of St. Paul's Cathedral, London. | 


at yesterday morning’s Service the large 
congregation was startled to hear a voice 
raised in protest. Before the vergers 
located the interrupter he was heard to 
say: 

"In the name of the Father and Son and 
of the people of England, 1 protest against 
the .Ministers of this church, dontinuing to 
act as Chrstian ministers, on the grounds 
that they are the greatest accessories, in 
th most hellish wrongs, in defiance of the 
laws of both God and man, upon the ple 
and the poor by our own political and local 
ministers, judges, magistrates, law officers, 
and chiefs of police.’ 

He was requested to leave, but he 
refused, and attempted to sneak again. 
Three vergers then forcibly ejected him. 

nce outside the Cathedral the man 
walked .away rapidly, after telling the 
vergers that he would come again. He 
was middle-aged, respectably dressed. and 
wore dark glasses. 

Later the man said to a Press Associa 
tion representative : 

‘‘T am making this protest because I want 
the Church of England to take its proper part 
in our life. I have precedent for my action; 
for it was here that Canon Bullock-Webster 
made his protest recently. I have sent a 
copy of my protest to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to the. Bishop of Norwich, to 
Bishop Barnes and Deane Inge, amongst 
others.” 

The man, whe would not give his name 
or address, said that his grievance was 
against the police authorities. He alleged 
that they were arresting poor men on 
false charges and accepting bribes. 

“The magistrates and the Government 
acauiesce in this illegalitv,’’ he said, “and 
so do the ministers of the Church of 
England. 

“TI wish to stir them up to action, and 
I will go on doing. this in our churches 
until something happens. I am a member 
of the Church of England, and I am not 
protesting against doctrines.

WOUNDED U.S. MARINES 
REMOVED TO SAFETY. 


From ‘‘Tue Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Saturday. 

Nine United States Marines: and two 
members of the Nicaraguan National 
Guard, who were wounded in the recent 
engagements General Sandino’s 
forces, were successfully removed by aero- 
plane vesterday from Quilali to Managua. 
The removal was made possible by the 
construction by the Marines at Quilali of 
an emergency landing ground. 

Trees had been felled and stacks burned 
to clear a space 250 vards long, and big 
enough for a donuble-seater Corsair fichting 
aeroplane to land. 

The removal of the wounded was carried 
out by Lieutenant C. F. Schilt—who 
piloted a United States machine to second 
place in the Schneider Cup race in 1926— 
under rifle fire from the Sandino snipers, 
while Lieutenant Schribner circled above 
in a fighting machine to check and re- 
taliate on the snipers. | 

The wounded were removed one by one 
to the nearest aerodrome, that at Ocotal, 
by Lieutenant Schilt, and thence by air to 
Managua. 

No other contact with General Sardino’s 
forces is reported. Three cruisers, carry- 
ing 175 United States Marines, have 
arrived at Corinto, the port of Managua.

DAMAGE IN BERMONDSEY. 

Fifty families rendered homeless by the 
flood spent Saturday night at the Ber- 
mondsey Town Hall. and a number were 
also accommodated at the local welfare 
centre. 

Between eight hundred and one thousand 
homes in Bermondsey have been made 
uninhabitable, and to compensate the 
ocoupants and to effect the necessary 
repairs and replacements will cost at least 
£100.000, it is stated. 

“The great trouble,’’ said the Mayor 
of Bermondsey, “is that immense 
quantities of oil, creosote and tar from 
riverside oil mills and factories have been 
washed into hundreds of dwellings. This 
has ruined the bedding and hangings, of 
course. and many of our poor people have 
lost virtually all their household posses- 
sions.

He had no real inelination to a 
political career, and probably remembered 
the failure in Parliament of a man of 
similar temperament,- his mentor Lecky :

of his candidature was to split the Con- 
servative vote and let a Nationalist repre- 
sentative get the seat with a minority of 
votes. The election caused a great deal of 
excitement at the time.

That episode closed, Elrington Ball 
addressed his whole energies to the 
prosecution of his work.on the annals of 
County Dublin, and Part I. of his 
History, which is exceptionally valuable 
for its topography and its records of 
county families, appeared in 1902. ° Three 
further parts were published between that 
year and 1906. Then came the break 
during which he was at work on the 
Correspondence of Dean Swift. and Part 
V. of the History, which dealt with Howth 
and its owners, did not appear till 1917. 

Part VI. was published in 1920, and 
about that time its author gave up his 
residence in the county, leaving his louse 
at Booterstown to reside at Chester. He 
was one of many members of the old 
Unionist class who grieved at the turn of 
events in Ireland, and felt that there was 
no longer a congenial home for them in 
their own country. 

A LIFE OF SWIFT. ' 

He returned to Dublin, however, and 
at the time of his death was engaged with 
a “Life of Dean Swift.” Among his other 
published works were “ Lives of the Lord 
Chancellors oí. Ireand'” and ' The 
Judges in .Ireland,:1221 to 1921.” 

Mr. Elrington Ball was a member oí 
the Royal Irish Academy and the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries. He was also a 
member of the Kildare street Club, and for 
many years a member of the Carlton Club. 

No better indication of Dr. Ball’s char- 
acter and temperament could be given 
than a few sentences from the eulogy 
delivered by the Public Orator (Dr. Louis 
Claud Purser) at the conferring of Dublin 
University’s honorary degree :—“ At times 
he has been plunged in the waves of public 
affairs, but his nature. leads him to a lile 
far from the din and tumults of politics 
to where he may enjoy calm and tran- 
quillity in the cultivation of literature 
and the prosecution of learned research. 
As a true lover of his country he takes 
an especia] delight in describing that 
country, and in reading his careful work 
on our own county of Dublin 
see each spot before our eyes.”

DIGNITY AND COURAGE. 

His Excellency has now filled the office 
of Governor-General for five vears. He 
accepted it, as I have said, from his high 
sense of duty. .Its responsibilities weiched 
heavily upon him. He has, I know from 
his own ‘lips, often looked yearningly 
across the Liffey to that home in whien 
his heart was wrapped up. 

He has been touched with a great 
affliction in the loss, within a short space, 
of his brother, his wife and his nephew : 
but he stuck to his post, like the stalwart 
sentry that he is, until, out of the welter 
and strife, we have come to security and 
peace. 

He has sustained’ his , position with a 
high dignity and an‘exalted courage which 
we, who have had ‘the honour of close 
association with him, alone can adequately 
measure. He was ever gracious, ever help- 
ful. ever a true friend. (Applause.) 

There is always an element of sadness 
in leave-takings.

CORDIAL ACCCPTANCE 
PROPOSALS. 
From REUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Saturday, 

M. Briand’s reply to Mr. Kellogg’s letter, 
which M. Claudel, the French Ambassador 
in Washington, has handed over to the 
State Department, wa» published to-day at 
noon. 

It states that France agrees to join with 
the United States to submit to all nations. 
for their adherence, an Act signed by 
France and the United States under which 
all parties would agree to renounce all 
wars of aggression and declare that they 
would use every pacific means for the 
settlement of disputes, of whatever nature 
they might be, arising between them. 

M. Briand’s letter, which contains only 
about 500 words, continues: ‘‘The Govern 
ment of the Republic highly appreciates 
the favourable reception which the Govern- 
ment of the United States has been good 
to accord the proposal of M. 
Briand. It considers that the procedure 
suggested by Your’ Excellency and 
developed in terms corresponding to public 
opinion and the popular sentiments of the 
various nations certainly appears to be of 
a nature, to satisfy the view of the French 
Government.” 

The letter concludes: ‘‘The Government 
of the Republic is convinced that these 
maxims, thus proclaimed, could but be 
hailed with gratitude by the entire world, 
and 1t does not doubt that the efforts of 
the two Governments to assure their 
universal adoption would be crowned with 
full success.”’

EFFECTS OF COMBINATION. 

The Times, dealing in an editorial article 
with the transfer to-day of the Datly 
Teleqravh from Lord Burnham to the new 
proprietors, remarks:—The public at large, 
and the profession of journalism in particular, 
have a deeper interest in the sale of the 
Daily Telegraph, and this is quite irrespective 
of the character of its new proprietors. It is 
concerned with a general process, of which 
their very success has merely provided the 
latest and most conspicuous example. They 
have acquired the paper, it is said, for ‘‘ joint 
personal ownership,’” which, ‘presumably. 
means that its shares have not as vet been 
offered to the public, and that it forms no 
part of the various amalgamated concerns 
which they manage already. 

For all practical purposes, however, it is 
clear that the Daily Telegraph will in future 
share a single financial control with many 
scores of other publications in every part of 
the country. What is the real effect of this 
great and growing concentration of the power 
of the Press ina diminishing number of 
hands—possibly hy good fortune those best 
competent to exercise it, but certainly suc- 
cessful through qualities which have nothing 
whatever to do with the guidance of public 
opinion? The question has bee  dis- 
cussed again and again, and will he 
discussed so long as the process continues; 
nor 1s theré any bar, under present conditions, 
to its indefinite continuance in precisely the 
same. manner, and for the same reasons as the 
amalgamation of drapery stores or oilfields 
The answer, of course, depends upon the 
point of view. 

To the. shareholders or proprietors com. 
bination must clearly offer the same attrac- 
tions of lower costs, larger turnover and 
spreading of risks, as in any other commercial 
undertaking. To the public at large, on the 
other hand, who decline to regard a news- 
paper as standing in quite the same class of 
merchandise as oil or underwear. the conse- 
quences are somewhat different. Jf they take 
their opinions, as many do, from the presenta- 
tion of news or the comments in the Press, 
then thev are confronted with a situation in 
which their news and their comments, which 
they may even check and compare in a dozen 
different newspapers, are, in fact, directed 
and controlled from a single source. That 
source may. or may not, be the best imagin- 
able, but there is no certainty about it, and. 
in any case. public opinion up and down the 
country, which might fairly be represented 
by a large number of different newspapers 
working independently, may become almost 
the monopoly of a single successful man. of

The King and Queen of Afghanistan and 
the Prince cf Afghanistan arrived here to- 
day from Naples. They were received by 
the King and Queen of Italy and the 
Crown Prince, Signor Mussolini and other 
members of the Cabinet and civil and 
military authorities, members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, including Sir Ronald 
Grahame, the British Ambassador, and the 
staff of the British Embassy. 

The entire city was beflagged. The 
streets. through which King Amanullah’s 
cortége passed were decorated with flags 
and trophies, coats of arms, festoons and 
laurels, and were lined with troops and 
Fascisti militia. 

King Amanullah was the first to descend 
from the train. He was an impressive figure 
in his pale blue uniform, covered with decora- 
tions, and with a fine shako fitting his well. 
shaped head. . The Queen of Afghanistan at- 
tracted great attention. She wore a black 
dress with a bunch of red roses. 

PRESENTATION. 

After the presentation of the Afghan 
Sovereigns to King Victor Emmanuel, which 
was marked by extreme cordiality, King 
Amanullah, in company with King Victor, 
reviewed the troops, who rendered military 
honours.

Three times he went under, 
and I had to grab him to keep him afloat. 
Two men and three women from the flat 
above had tied three sheets together and 
lowered the end into the water. I managed 
to get Billie to the sheet and he was hauled 
up. 
“I knew that Mrs. Watson, who is a big 
woman, was in her room, so I grabbed the 
sheets and swung myself into her window. 
At that time there was only about a foot 
of space between the top of the water and 
the ceiling. Í could see Mrs. Watson 
scrambling towards me, and as she did so 
her dog Bony, evidently anxious to get to 
his mistress, pushed her back into the water. 
This happened several times. 

“Still clinging to the sheet held by the 
five people upstairs, I swung backwards and 
forwards, holding Mrs. Watson until she could 
grasp the sheet sufficiently to be hauled up 
to the flat above. 

“Everything happened in a few minutes. I 
was half-dazed, and in the darkness it was 
difficult to see what was happening. How we 
managed to get out I do not know.”

TATE GALLERY 
SALVAGE.

ALL THE TURNER WATER- 
COLOURS DRIED. 


A number of officials from the British 
Museum and other London museums and 
art galleries assisted in important salvage 
work at the Tate Gallery yesterday. 

“We have been able to dry all the 
Turner water-colours,’’ a -Tate Gallery 
official told a Press Association repre 
sentative. ‘The collection was in the 
flooded basement, but was salved before 
much damage was done—-all the hundreds 


floors of the galleries to-day upon blotting 
paper, and dried to our satisfaction. We 
worked from nine in the morning until the 
daylight failed.’’ 

No estimate could be given, it was 
stated, of the damage to the paintings. 


At the Houses of Parliament, the Tate 
Gallery, and several hospitals damage was 
caused by flood waters. 

For a considerable distance the parapet 
of the Embankment outside the Tate 
Gallery was demolished and scattered over 
the road. 

At the Houses cf Parliament the river 
cascaded over the Embankmént into the 
open space at the foot of Big Ben and 
penetrated into Palace Yard, which was 
a foot under water. From there the water 
found its way into Westminster Hall, 
where it lay to a depth of about 6in. 

All the moats round the Tower of 
London were filled by six feet of water 
from the Thames, and the basements of 
the lower towers and living quarters were 
flooded out. 

Billingsgate Market and Lower Thames 
street were flooded out and huge supplies 
of fish and poultry ruined. | 

Water was several feet deep in Black- 
wall Tunnel, and firemen had to pump it 
out before traffic could venture through. 

Very little water entered Lambeth 
Palace, but the crypt and the entrance 
were flooded.

FOUR FISHERMEN 
DROWNED, 


a 


Four fishermen—Matthew James Smith, 
aged 25; Percy Edward Smith, aged 22, 
and James Smith, aged 26, brothers; and 
Ernest Massingham, aged 37, all of North 
End, Lincolnshire—were drowned in the 
Wash, when their yawl Mystery was over- 
whelmed in last Friday’s gale. 

On Friday morning the four men went 
out shrimping, and at about 11 o’clock the 
were known to be in the Papinca run, which 
is just off Snettisham, «seven miles from 
King’s Lynn. The gale broke about that 
time, and the men apparently stuck to their 
hoat, and attempted to ride out the storm. 
When the Mystery did not return, search 
parties were organised. The keel of the yaw! 
was washed ashore on Saturday on the 
Snettisham beach, which was littered with 
wreckage, including a clock that had stopped 
at 4.45. 

Yesterday morning when the tide went 
down two bodies were recovered. They have 
been identified as those of James Smith, a 
single man, and Ernest Massingham, a 
married man and father of two children. 

About 200 people took part in the search, 
which was continued during Saturday night 
and early yesterday morning. 

Mr. G. W. Chase, who’ was one of the 
party which recovered the two bodies, stated 
in an interview that he and Mr. J. W. Chase 
had been searching all Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, and it was not until 10 a.m. 
yesterday that they found the bodies off the 
shore at Snettisham. The bodies were lyin 
in line with the wreck of the fishing smac 
and about 14 miles from it. Both men were 
dressed in oilskins, and Smith was wearing a 
sou’-wester. They were about 500 yards 
apart. The Chases had searched the shore up 
to Hunstanton, covering some 35 miles, but 
were unable to find any ‘trace of the other 
two men, or even of the row-boat which was 
attached to the Mystery. 

The bodies of Smith and Massingham were 
taken to a hotel at Snettisham, where the 
inquest will be held. | 

The fishing smack is completely wrecked. 
The stern part was found at Snettisham, and 
the top part, including the whole of the deck. 
with the mast and rigging, was found on the 
shore at Heacham, about 2 miles.away. The 
bow portion of the smack has not yet been 
found. 

The skipper of a trading steamer which 
came into Lynn yesterday siiaebeee reported 
that he, saw a row-boat floating keel uppermost 
in the water off Burnham flats.

AN HONOUR TO THE 
BAR. 
MR. HEALY AS THE PEOPLE’S 
ADVOCATE. 


The Chief Justice, in associating him- 
self with the toast, said that there was a 
certain fitness in his taking part in the 
tribute, because the first Governor-General 
of the Free State was chosen from the 
ranks of the practising Bar of the 
Saorstat. That was a great and historic 
honour for the ~rofession, whose prestige 
he been reflected by the conduct of His 
Excellency during those five years in 
which he had held office. His Excell-ncy 
had always maintained his association with 
the Bar, and an evidence of that was that 
during his period of office he had never 
faile to take his place in the Hall of the 
King’s Inns, presiding there with his 
brother Benchers. 

It was a remarkable thing that in the 
early days of the national Parliament and 
Government, from 1916 until quite recent 
times, the legal profession was not pro- 
nouncedly associated with the emancipa- 
tion of the country and the founding of 
its institutions. That was contrary to the 
ordinary course of history and of the 
development of democracy, because it was 
a fact that democracy and liberty had 
always been fostered by the efforts of 
lawyer advocates; and it was the lawyer 
advocates who had always defended the 
liberties of the people at all times. Here 
in the days of subjection, the waning of 
which t .ey had seen, those who had been 
in control in this country made it their 
business to undermine the independence 
of the legal profession, and it was not 
wholly successful, because when the day 
came and the man was wanted there was 
found to be one standing out, noted for 
his courage and indienne. to fill the 
position of high trust in the State, and 
that was His Excellency, who at that time 
largely occupied the position which at 
the beginning of the previous century had 
been occupied by Daniel O’Connell. 

GREATER THAN O'CONNELL. 

Not merely was he advocate of religious 
and civil liberty, but he was an outstanding 
people's advocate. There was no man since 
O'Connell who could have been referred to 
as the people’s advocate in the same way as 
Mr. Healy could. In one respect he had out- 
distanced O’Connell, because when things de- 
veloped he, unlike O’Connell, did not quail; 
he did not find in the uprising of the young 
men somethng to frighten him, but he sup- 
ported the young men of the movement 
which had brought about the emancipation of 
our country. 

His Excellency in the clashes of many years 
had been, it might be said, a storm centre, 
but behind all these clashes and battles, all

up by describing him as a fearless advocate, 
a loyal colleague, and a noble opponent.” 
(Loud applause.) In his passionate hatred of 
injustice or wrong in any form, he continued, 
the Governor-General was at his best.

“I am probably as well qualified as anyone 
outside Mr. Healy’s family to speak of. his 
genius for triendship, for I have had the 
honour to enjoy his friendship ever since m 
childhood, and to have enjoyed that friend- 
ship must remain one of the good and gracious 
memories until the end of one’s life.’ 

BUSINESS COMMUNITY'S TRIBUTE. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, President, Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, said that he spoke, 
he hoped, for the business community of 
Dublin, and they felt when the Governor- 
General was appointed that there was no 
other citizen of the Free State who could so 
suitably have filled that post. They had 
appreciated in the past the qualities which 
had enabled him to win the respect and the 
admiration both of his friends and his 
opponents. It was only the finest characters 
who were able to achieve that. It was for 
his courage, fearlessness at all times, his 
quickness of mind, and ability to make quick 
decisions, that thé business community had 
so much not only admired but loved the 
Governor-General. They also felt that behind 
all these there was at all times a very humap 
heart. 

The fact that the Governor-General had 
taken up the responsibilities of his office at 
his age five years ago showed that he still 
possessed, and had possessed, all these quali- 
ties, and that, above all, he possessed an 
abiding desire to serve his country. The 
opportunities created the man, and he 
thought that in taking over these responsi- 
bilities the Governor-General made the 
citizens of the Free State realise that he was 
even greater than they had thought before.

Mr. Eason referred to the assistance given 
by His Excellency to the meetings of the 
Trinity College Societies, and, in conclusion, 
said that he could not express his 
feelings with regard to the Governor-General’s 
future, except by saying that he hoped it 
would be a fhe. of rest, and that he might 
long stay to enjoy it. (Applause.) 

A FRIEND OF THE NEW GENERATION. 

Mr. E. Duggan, T.D., said that when the 
political movement with which His Excellency 
was associated was superseded by the move- 
ment with which he was associated, the 
Governor-General did not altogether agree 
with the latter movement. Some in that 
movement were very youthful and all were 
inexperienced, but His Excellency had shown 
the greatest sympathy with, and kindness 
towards, them. He was always anxious to 
be helpful and kind, and they had always felt 
that they could rely upon him for advice, 
and, although they did not always act on his 
advice, the Governor-General continued to 
give it. Those of them who knew him in that 
early period would never forget the hos- 
pitality and kindness he had shown them, 
and the fatherly way in which he had acted 
towards them, 

During the times when it was dangerous 
for Ministers to roam as they would have 
wished, His Excellency was always anxious 
to share their dangers. He knew that His 
Excellency would leave the Viceregal Lodge 
without much regret, because it was his de- 
sire to return to his house across the Liffey, 
Glen Aulin. Not only those who were as- 
sociated with him prior to his taking office, 
but those who had come to know him since, 
joined in wishing that when he returned to 
Glen Aulin he would enjoy life-long happiness 
and that peace which he had not so far 
known.

Preaching at Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday, the Dean, the Very Rev. 
H. B. Kennedy, spoke at length on the World 
Conference on — sé Order, held at 
Lausanne in August last. 

He said that 108 Regn ae Churches 
were represented there by about ar Am ms | 
from all parts of the world. ese com- 
prised people oí the most diverse views, yet 
all were animated by the same 
promote the cause of unity in the world-wide 
Church of Christ, and to help to prepare the 
way towards the Reunion of Christendom. 
Archbishop Germanos, Metropolitan of 
Thyatica, expressed the thought in many 
minds when, in one of his striking addresses, 
he said: “Let us cleanse ourselves of every 
human selfishness. Let us enlarge our hearts 
with mutual forbearance and with mutaal 
love, so that we may behold the light of 
truth undimmed by any cloud. Error is of 
many forms, but the Truth is gné. Let us 
equip ourselves to apprehend that Truth. For 
the  Mereiner be of it will of itself bring about 
our final reunion. Let us not be discouraged 
because the coming of the hour for which we 
crave be delayed. The deficiency of long ages 
cannot be rectified in a single day.” 

Canon E. 8. Woods in his book, “ Laus- 
anne, 1927,” said that ‘‘ the binding link, the 
urgent motive in the minds of the unpre- 
cedentedly diverse assemblage that met to 
worship and confer together was a deep and 
common conviction that the divided and 
sub-divided state of the Christian Church was 
not only productive of payee ineffective- 
ness in its work of spreading God's Kingdom, 
but was contrary to the mind of Christ,’ 
and they were reminded that “this loss of 
unity is the common fault of the whole 


' Christian world; and if unity is to be re- 


gained it will only come about by the con- 
certed action of the whole Christian 
world. Every section has shared in 
shattering it; each must share in re 
storing it.”” Bishop Brent, the Chairman 
of the Conference, said: “ Some of Ó ragga: 
in this undertaking, have grown old in our 
search for unity; it is to youth that we look 
to lift the torch on high. We men have 
carried it too much alone over many years. 
The women henceforth should be accorded a 
share of responsibility. And so the whole 
Church will a enabled to do that which any 
section cannot hope to perform. It was 
God s clear call that gathered us. With faith, 
stimulated by His goodness here, we move 
forward.”’ 


UNITY OF AIM. 

The wonderful way in which the divergent 
elements in the Conference were léd to work 
es ase in a kindly spirit of mutual] cofi- 
sideration and an ever-growing brotherly 
respect for one another’s feelings and con- 
victions was felt to be a striking evidence of 
the presence and guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
The Conference was felt to be a time of educa- 
tion for very many, who at first were but 
little acquainted with the peculiar tenets and 
customs of those whom they met. For 
instance, some of the American delegates had 
never heard or read the Nicene Creed—the 
ma historic confession of faith of the Un- 

ivided Church. To them of the Anglican 
it was gratifying to find the 
faowing interest and respect with which their 

‘hurch was regarded. 

Perhaps, the most remarkable and touching 
of all the Services and devotional meetings 
held during the Conference was the solemn 
service of Penitence and Intercession held in 
the Cathedral half-way through the Con- 
ference. In the beautiful form of Service 
drawn up for that occasion in the three official 
languages of the Conference—English, French 
and German—the root of the whole matter 
was laid bare before God: “To heal the age- 
old divisions in His Church is a task far too 
great for unaided human wisdom and human 
effort. Let us think with shame and true 
penitence of the sin and weakness, the lack of 
faith and love, in ourselves and in the whole 
Church ; of our suspicions and prejudices, our 
divisions and disunion; of our lack of true 
fellowship, and of onr failure to show Christ’s 
way of love to a divided and embittered 
world.” 

The object of the Conference was not to 
attempt to define the conditions of re- 
union, but “'to register the anparent, level of 
fundamental agreements within the Confe- 
rence and the grave points of disagreemente 
remaining; also to suggest certain lines of 
thought which may in the future tend to a 
fuller measure of agreement.”’ 

The six subjects considered by the Confe- 
rence were: (1) The Church’s Message to the 
World—The Gosnvel; (2) The Nature of the 
Church; (3) The Church’s Common Confession

The reports on the first five of these eub- 
jects were received by the Conference, and 
ordered to be sent to the participating 
Churches for their information, with the 
request to consider them and report to the 
Vontinuation Committee. The sixth report 
was vresented on the last working day of 
the Conference-—August 20—and, as there was

In conclusion, the Dean expressed the hope 
that their day of Intercession for Unity in 
the Chureh of Christ would lead them to 
long and to work with brotherly love and 
broad-minded tolerance, as well as with zeal 
and perseverance for the attainment of Our 
Lord’s ideal for all His followers—that they 
might be one in such a real, living, and 
visible unity—that .the world might be con- 
strained to believe in His Divine mission as 
the Son of God and the Saviour of the 
World.
